Endless it I A |u |j| jlJ I.K r r I H I 
seems are the stories heard about the « z lil/V I I HULL I L I/ 
ability of the roadrunner to kill1 
snakes but somehow I have never 
quite caught the bird in the act. So 
now we have first hand evidence 
from a person we all know. 
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Seaton said that he knew of 
two tame roadrunners that came 
up in the early evening to a 
home to be fed. A discussion 
arose as to the popular belief 
that roadrunners kill snakes and 
to test this two sidewinders were 
brought to the spot where the 
two roadrunners were in the 
habit of feeding. The snakes 
were put out with the feed and 
the roadrunners would have 
nothing to do wiith them, neith­ 
er would they come up to eat so 
long as the snakes were about. 
Of course this does not prove that 
a roadrunner will not attack, kill and 
eat small snakes, but on the other 
hand it does seem to lend consider' 
able evidence that a roadrunnner 
may not pounce upon a snake as if 
if his one and only aim in life is to 
exterminate the snake population. 
Possibly these particular roadrunners 
had grown "soft” under the hand 
feeding of man so there may have 
been no incentive for their attacking 
the snakes. But if I am to believe 
half of the stories heard it would 
seem that a roadrunner could not 
resist the opportunity to go after a 
sidewinder, even though he had de­ 
veloped the habit of securing his 
food through the bounty of a man. 
So far in my observance of 
the habits of the roadrunner I 
have seen one avoid a large 
rattlesnake and have never seen 
one tackle even a small snake. 
Hope persists that some day I 
may witness a battle between 
the roadrunner and an active 
sidewinder. If you have been an 
eye witness to the scene of a 
r o a d r u n n e r k i l l i n g a s m a ll s n a k e 
I will appreciate an account of 
it. In the account please state 
place, time, conditions and 
names of other witnesses; I am 
a trusting soul but find that 
some others are not. 
Roadrunners are carnivorous and 
because of this have fallen into dis­ 
favor with some persons but their 
depredations are not appreciable in 
nature because of their small num­ 
bers. Some animals are logical prey 
for others and to overcome this are 
very prolific. The roadrunner seems 
to have no active natural enemy so 
it is unnecessary for it to raise large 
families to protect the species. On 
the other hand, quail have a number 
of natural enemies, including man, 
and raise large families to overcome 
the excess mortality. If the road­ 
runner were as prolific as the quail 
he would devastate the country of 
small ground mammals, lizards and 
birds. In the "balance of nature" 
such possibilities seem to be well | 
taken care of.

One of the oldest landmarks 
of 
Palm Springs had to make way yester­ 
day for the new Plaza. One of the 
first dwellings of the village, 
con­ 
structed many years ago for Mrs. 
Brooks, and later purchased by Dr. 
Murray, who, with Judge McCallum, 
was one of the founders of Palm 
Springs, has been moved. After the 
death of Dr. Murray, the house ami 
the property upon which it stood was 
purchased by Dr. F. M. W hite and her 
sister. Miss Cornelia White, and serv­ 
ed as the residence for Miss White. 
More recently it was used as head­ 
quarters for architects and builders 
while the Plaza project was under 
construction. Yesterday the old house 
was cut into sections and moved to 
the Indian reservation, where it will 
serve as residence for several famil­ 
ies for years to come. 
Age of the old house was evidenced 
by copies of old newspapers found in 
the walls when it was dismantled yes­ 
terday. There was a copy of "The 
Press and Horticulturist" of Riverside, 
dated April 23, 1802. which was 4(1 
years old. Also a copy of the San 
Francisco Call of the same year. The 
newspapers are almost disintegrated, 
hut many of the articles can still he 
read. 
The Press and Horticulturist was 
published by Holmes & Pierson, who 
were likewise editors and publishers 
if the Riverside Press, E. W. Holmes 
having been one of the outstanding 
newspaper editors of the county, and 
was succeeded by the late beloved E.

to 
represent 
crowds, etc. 
It is desirable to draw these atm os­ 
phere workers from the residents of 
the locality where the picture or scene 
is being made, since it puts a not in­ 
considerable sum of money into circu­ 
lation locally. 
In some com m unities 
we have arranged with the Cham ber 
of Commerce to supply nam es of those 
who are willing to accept such 
em ­ 
ployment. The wage scale is the state 
m inim um of $3.20 for eight 
hours, 
with overtim e a t 40c per hour.

w here costum es m ust be worn or some 
extra qualification is needed.

How tourists help reduce the farm­ 
er’s taxes was the theme of an ad­ 
dress presented by Don Thomas, man- 
againg director of the All-Year Club, 
at the annual meeting of the Los An­ 
geles County Farm Bureau. 
“The tourist rightly can be termed 
the ‘rich uncle’ of the agriculturist, 
rancher and large land owner,” 
Thomas declared. 
Tourists increase the incomes of 
farmers and orchardists, he said, 
through purchase of their products, 
and at the same time reduce these 
individuals' expenses through payment 
of large percentages of the California 
tax-load. 
Out-of-state visitors, he continued, 
go back to their homes advertising 
the merits of avocados, ripe olives, 
artichokes and like delicacies, and 
have been of great assistance in in­ 
troducing these California products to 
their friends in the East. 
With ten per cent of the tourists re­ 
turning here to become permanent in­ 
vestors and residents, Thomas pointed 
out that these people form a constant­ 
ly increasing population that goes far 
toward consuming the agricultural 
products that cannot be shipped 
across the state line. 
“Tourists," he declared, “last year 
paid California $2,670,000 in gasoline 
taxes that went for highways, $2,247,­ 
042 in sales taxes that went for 
ehools, and indirectly contributed $18,­

expenditures $155,763,402 of Eastern 
earned money was transferred to Sou­ 
thern California circulation last year. 
The All-Year Club, he continued, 
has linked hands with the California 
State Department of Agriculture in 
their tight to keep out insect pests. 
In all its national advertising, the club 
urges job hunters to keep away, thus 
helping to reduce the proportion of re­ 
lief taxes.

Local people have received 'Tetters'1 
from the county tax collector. But, 
don’t blame him. His name is Charlie 
Stibbens, and he’s a good fellow. 
Collection of general county, city 
and district taxes for 1936-37 was be­ 
gun Tuesday. 
The tirst installment, representing 
half the real estate levy and all the 
personal property taxes, is due now 
and delinquent after Dec. 5. 
Representing the second half of the 
real estate taxes, the last installment 
must be paid before April 20 to escape 
penalties. 
Payments of the year’s full amount 
may be made any time before the Dec. 
5 deadline. 
First installment taxes 
unpaid after Dec. 5 are subject to an 
eight per cent penalty. An additional 
three 
per 
cent 
penalty 
is 
levied 
against second-installment taxes 
not 
paid on or before the April 20 dead­ 
line. 
All but a few of the thousands of 
tax bills prepared by the collector’s 
staff in recent weeks have been mailed 
to the nearly 60.000 owners of prop­ 
erty in Riverside county. 
To enable the taxpayer to 
under­ 
stand where his tax money goes, the 
collector has included in each 
en­ 
velope a slip "breaking down” the tax 
charge. This shows the rate at which 
t lie property owner pays for operation 
of the county government, for 
city 
purposes, for special districts and for 
of these slips with the tax bills added 
considerably to the work of the col­ 


lector's deputies, Mr. Stibbens 
said 
he believes the information will prove 
of value to property owners. 
A differ­ 
ent report had to be prepared for 
each of the 62 school districts. 
Tax payments may be made in per­ 
son or by mail to the collector's office 
here. 
The county collector receives 
city 
tax money for all incorporated cities 
of the county except Corona 
which 
collects its own municipal levies. 


H O S T T O T H E T R A IL E R S 
The trailer brigade is well under 
way.
